The following interesting extracts are from a 


vid Siberia in the train between Manchuria 
junction and Lake Baikal:— 


N. B.—These notes pretend only to. give the 
experiences of the particular jouraey by train 
of May 26th from Dalny. Conditions have 
hitherto changed every few weeks, and will 
doubtless continue to do so (or some time. 
The first advice we would tender to travellers 
is therefore to mistrut everything you are told, 
especially by the various agents. To illustrate 
this { may mention that the existence of a new 
service of tains, inaugurated on 17th April, 
was unknown tu various “agencies” in Peking 
and Ticnisin on t6th May, 

‘The experiences of recent travellers are more 
useful, but here again’ the conditions may so 
change in a couple of months, that these also 
may be very misleading, - This is what happen- 


. ed when fF started, On arrival at. Dainy I 


, 


placed my baggage in the train and got the 
guard to Jock the compartment. It was a first 
class ‘for two. “Tickets could not be got 
until one hour before the depariure of the 
train, which was timed to start at 1 pm: 

The tickets, first class to Manchuria junction, 
cost Ks, 108 each; second class tickets cost Rs. 
67. One can book no further, On arrival at 
Manchuria ose books through to Petersburg 
first class » second Rs, 3 Tt will be 
seen that the prices on the Chinese Eastern 
Railway are much higher than on the Russian 
State Railway. : 


There was no difficulty at Datny. The Jan. 
guawe difficully is “all rot!’ Anyone can learn 
enough Russian inten minutes tocarryalony with 
onthis journey. The railway officials are obliging, 
the sccommodation excellent. The days are 
over fur taking the equipment of an upcountry 
trip upon this route, The dining-car is quite 
good. it adds possibly to one's comfoit to have 
one's own whisky, and a tea-hasket kills time 
as anything else, but neither can be called 
necessities now. 


The coupes are spotlessly clean; so is the 
bedding. Goad clean pillows are provided, No 
bedding need be brought, except the ordinary 
travelling rug. There is not much room for 
hand baggage, Nothing can go under the 
seats, If I had to define what was “a lot of 
hand baggage” 1 should say “ anything more 
than four pieces per man." But these four 
might all be large kit-bags. A number of small 
pieces are very difficult to keep track of when 
‘changing. 

One is allowed 36lbs. per ticket fure in the 
van, A cabin-trunk owned bya couple may 
therefore weigh 72lbs, before it is penalised, 

The trains run twice a week from Dalny, 
Tuesdays and Saturdays alitpm.

BUSINESS IN 1HE PHILIPPINES. 


Z 


‘sneer ees : 

Foreign consuls are reporting to their 
governments that business is stagnant. in the 
Philippines, and that “ Manila is flooded with 
Americans out of employment” We presume 
this to te true, and in one sense it is very 
creditable to our Government. It proves that 
we do not intend to exploit the ‘Filipinos. 
Business would.be booming in the Philippines 
if we'would expose the Filipinos to the com: 
petition of Chinese labour, If that labour were 
available American capital would flow into the 
islands, and the adventurous men who rushed 
there with vague expectations would find the 
opportuniti s which they expected. 

But in another sense the present business 
stagnation'in the archipelayo is not creditable 
tous, We could improve b siness there by 
opening cur ninkils oo th products of 
Philippine industsy, $6 leony as we refuse to 
perform this plain duty the responsibility for 
bad times in Manila rests weh the American 
people. Incident.ly, we may say that we 
hear of-no particulir distess anvung the Fili- 
pinos themselves except as the result of un- 
avoidable misfortune, und such distress we ure 
relieving. The trouble js wih those of our own 
and other countries who have flocked to the 
islands, not with the intent to produce, but to 
live by the occupations depending upon pro- 
duction. We presume that no American who 
wishes to do manual labour in the islands need 
seek long for employment. Our compatriots 
there do not wish to do such work. They pro- 
bably cannot doit in that climate. The Filipino 
himself is not suffering, because his wants are 
few, and those he can supply by such Jabour as 
he is willing to perform, [fweadhere to the 
humane policy of developing the Philippines 
by labour of the islanders the process will be 
slow, The Filipino is not an ambitious worker, 
There will remain island resources to be 
developed by the next generation. Nobody has 
charged that the Filipino will not do all the 
work necessary to get what hedesires. The fault 
which we find is that he does not desire a multi- 
tude of things which we should like to sell him. 
That is unfortunate for us, and possibly for the 
‘Islanders. They might be much happier if 
they were in the enjoyment of convenience 
which we find so desirable, but of which the 


*” Filipino never beard, To induce the Filipino to 


work more steadily we mustcreate newdesires. 
These cas only arise by free commercial inter- 
course, which can only come by opening our. 
markels to such products asthe Filipinos are 
willing tomake intheirpresent stsge of develop- 
ment. Reads and schoolhouses are things 
which they appreciate, andto some extent, at 
“least, are exerting themselves to provide. And 
they lead to other desire—books and bicycles, 
for example. “Filipinos are like other people— 
Influenced by their environment, With the 
American environment which commercial inter-

people. There is nosimilar instance in history, 
Iisa romance of agreat nation.

‘absorbingly interesting in the world to-day. The 
bronze and lacquer work are real and great art, 
judged by whatever standard yaty wish, But 
when these things have been said, I conceive 
that the tale of legitimate praise is ended both 
for the country and the people, ‘and it is time 
to turn to the other side of the shield.

Personally, I have received: the 
best of fair dealing from shopkeepers and inn- 
keepers, But I have asked men, Englishmen 
and Americass, wha have been. in busipess in 
Japan all the way from thirly to seven years, 
and the verdict is unanimous. The largest 
percentage of honesty among Japanese mer- 
chants, manufacturer and business men that 
any one has ventured is to per cent. My ‘in- 
formants say that the higher political officers 
are honest and spatless but all the lower ones 
are open to bribes, Stich statements, based, 
+f course, upon opinion and not upen statistics, 
may be very misleading and usually are so. 
But when there is such a consensus of opin- 
ion an.ong white men ane must accept it as 
substantially true nti} te is able tn get better 
evidence.

" PEMBROKESHIRE.” 


NAVAL COURT OF INQUIRY. 
1 ——— 


A naval court of inqu'ry convene] by the 
Commander of 11.M.S. Advering, at the request 
of Capiain E. J, Little, of the British str. Peo. 
drokeshire, was held last Friday morning at 
H.B.M.'s Consulate General, Shanghai, before 
Mr. B. 1. Tours, H.B.M.’s Vice-Consul, Lieut, 
Douglas, R.N , and Captain Gibbs, to investigate 
into the circumstances which attended the 
strinding of the said steamer on the Saddle 
Island during the night of the rath May. 

Ernest James Little sworn stated that he was 
the master of the Pembrvheshire, and had been 
so for the past six months, He produced his 
certificate, Le remembered leaving Shanghai 
on the 12th May at 12.35 p.m. The steamer 
was in charge of a pilot. He crossed the 
Woosung bar at 1.20 and stopped off Fair 
way buoy and discharged the pilot at 5.40. 
The weather was then hazy with fresh 
casierly breezes. At s.:o he proceeded at full 
speed und ‘set coursé $.85 E. At G10 he ex- 
changed signals with the P. & O, str, Valetta, 
At 7,30 he al ered course to East log 18 miles, 
Al 8pm. fresh Ea terly bicezes and clear. wea 
ther, Atg8 aliered course to South 52 East, 
log 34 miles, At 2 minutes past 11 as he was 
coming from the bridge going to the chan 
room, the third officer said that he had scen 
something ahead. He immediately went back 
to the bridge and saw what he first thovght 
was aboat. He put his helm hard starboard. 
He immediately afterwards saw.that it was land 
enveloped in fog. - He went full speed astern, 
The ship struck at 11.03. He immediately 
stopped the engine sounded the welland swung 
outto the left. He found that the ship was mak- 
ing water fast in the forepeak No, 1 hold. The 
course he was steering should take him eleven 
niles from North Saddle Island, allowing for the 
set of the current he ought to have passed at 
least seven miles off. He attributed the disas’er 
or accident to an abnormal current setting in 
from the South-west. . Had there been a con- 
tinuous fog s'gnal instead of a respondent 
signal in the North Saddle Island, the accident 
would probably have been averted; although 
the weather was hazy, there was a visibility of 
5 or 6 miles, The only fog was over the Island 
and the light was not seen until some time after 
the ship was asho-e. : 

Three or four miles from the Fairway buoy 
he exchanged signals with the Wale/ts, He 
steamed round the Valeftn to give her an 
opportunity to read her signals. In steaming 
round the Vale/te he did not change his course. 
He was on the bridge with the third officer at 
the time of the accident. He had made five 
voyages to Shanghai.’ He had heard of the 
strang current at this’ particular point and ja 
setting his course he made allowance for it 
"The setting of the course in the chart was made 
by him. He allowed seven hours for steaming 
round the Maletfa, Hs expected to be in the 
Saddle Istind at 5 minutes to 9 pm He 
reckoned the current at 10} knots, The ad- 
miralty diréction gave no informations “as to 
the set of-the current between Hamerst rock 
and the Saddles.
